Astronomy. 


Astronomy is all about stars and things like 


that. Some of them 'are much farther away 
than others. In fact, most of them are. You 
may be glad to know that one star measured 
recently had a parallel corresponding to a dis- 
tance of more than 1,260 thousand "trillions of 
miles. I believe this is fairly exact. It may be 
off two or three miles one way or the other, but 
that's the best I can do for you under the cir- 
cumstances. Of course such a star is rather 
far away for practical purposes, but things have 
been going on like this for -years now and no- 
body seems to be able to do much about it. 


Stars don't seem to care much {or each other's company. 


This seems lo apply not only to heavenly stars, but to theatrical, 
musical and artistic stars as well. Some of the nearest stars are 
a matter of several millions of miles apart, corresponding some- 
Tuhat to the distance between Rembrandt and a modern magazine 
cover star. 


One star cluster is more than thirteen and a hair thousand millions 


times further a'waj from the sun than we are. Only a few people 
besides myself and you—now that you have read it—know this. 
Unfortunately they don't seem to care. That's the disheartening thing 
about astronomy.

He would probably say he wouldn't care to ride on a cannon ball 


that long. 
Or that a fellow would starve to death by that time, or 


he'd fall off and hurt himself. 
But he wouldn't say in admiring 


tones, "Gee, whizz, you're smart. 
How did you figger that out?" 


They used to measure the distance of stars by light-years, a term 


expressing the distance light travels in the course of a year. 
But 


many of the stars are so offish they won't get close enough to us for 
this unit to be any good, so now we, I mean by that we astronomers, 
use what is called the parseo, a dTstance corresponding to a parallax 
of one second of arc. 
Do you follow me?. (Hang on!) 
This, in 


round numbers, is the equivalent of 19,182,000,000,000 miles. 
Now that you know all this lake it out and see what you can get on it.

A YEAR OF READJUSTMENT. 


So much has been proposed., so much done, so 


much attempted, so much excruciating delay suf- 
fered 'in matters of utmost importance, during 
the last twelve months that one must pause and 
mentally turn back the pages to realize that the 
administration of President Harding is just be- 
ginning today its second year of work. Only one 
year has passed since tbe control of the national 
government passed to the Republicans. 


Most of the people perhaps do not identify the 


developments of the last year which affect them 
most deeply and obviously as having any rela- 
tion tp government policies. 


There has been marked deflation in the paper 


currency and credits which were in circulation 
when prices were highest. The gold and sub- 
sidiary reserves against note circulation of the 
Federal Reserve Bank has risen from the appre- 
hensively low ratio of 42 percent to 76 percent. 


Prices (the cost of living) have descended in 


about the same proportion as this return to nor- 
malcy of the credit and monetary system. The 
price decline has been an outstanding event to 
the consumer during the last year. 


At the same time, due to the direct interest of 


the President and the activities of the director 
of the budget bureau, created-within the year 
just passed, the estimates of government ex- 
penses for the fiscal year drawing to a close were 
reduced by over one billion dollars. Tbe ex- 
penses of the next fiscal year will be approxi- 
mately two billion dollars less than in 1020. 


The legislative program as it existed in March, 


1921, has not been entirely completed but it has 
been greatly advanced. It is virtually finished 
with the exception of the permanent tariff bill. 
This project of legislation is .still under con- 
sideration by Congress. An important new addi- 
tion to the legislative program is the ship sub- 
sidy plan, submitted only a week ago. It is likely 
that the necessary act in this connection will 
pass at the present session of the Congress. 


Congress is responsible for practically all the 


delays and postponements chargeable to the ad- 
ministration. 
The legislative body has not func- 


tioned with commendable speed. Obstruction- 
ists have had too much influence, a fact largely 
due to lack of strong leadership within Congress. 


The first year of the administration also has 


restored a foreign policy to the American gov- 
ernment. The most important international 


1 event within the year, and indeed within many 
years, was the conference on the limitation of 
armaments, with its sweeping results in tran- 
quilizing agreements among the nations repre- 
sented. If the Senate ratifies the treaties Amer- 


" Ica'will occupy again, a proud position of leader- 
ship among the nations. 


As observed at the beginning, the year has 


been painfully slow, but largely so out of neces- 
sity. . Much has been accomplished, with the gov- 
ernment in a position and attitude to accomplish 
much more. 


INSURANCE AND EsCOME. 


According to the World's Work, more than 


thirteen million life insurance policies were' is- 
sued in the United States in 1921, representing 
more than eight and one-half billion dollars of 
new insurance.: This indicates that the phenom- 
ena.! growth in life insurance in this country is 
Iveeping up. In 1918 new insurance written 
amounted to less than five billions, in 1919 to 
nearly eight billions., in 1920 to more than ten 
billions. 
• 


, In a year of great business depression, where 
Individuals generally were planning closely to 
"make both ends meet," the amount of new insur- 
ance was but slightly less than in the preceding 
record-breaking year; it was larger than in 1919 
and nearly twice .as much as in 1918.' According 
(o this magazine, this insurance belongs to forty 
million people, which represents a good propor- 
tion of the 54.000,000 voters in the country. 


Investment in life insurance is one gauge of 


ih<> income of the nation. The Treasury'Depart-

THE SENATE CONTEST. 


The present week will bring Important devel- 


opments in connection with, the conference treat- 
ies which the President has submitted to the 
Senate. Tbe first treaty to be disposed of is tbe 
Four-Power Pacific agreement and- on that the 
opponent's of international intercourse are sched- 
uled to make their most determined fight on the 
Harding foreign policy. 


It may be observed, if one watches closely 


enough, how much straining at gnats an irrecon- 
cilable senator is capable of. Borah, Johnson, 
LaFollette and probably Brandegee will give 
their most commonplace exhibition of shadow- 
fighting. They will, it may be expected, hold up 
the processions as long as possible and make the 
thrusting of them aside as painful and displeas- 
ing as it may be. 


But the constructive, forward-moving major- 


ity of Congress surely is strong enough for the 
necessary purpose. If the' four-power treaty fails 
of ratification it will be a dismal display of im- 
potency on the part of Congress, a miserable ex- 
hibition of the.evil that may be worked by a 
little group of willful men. 


And if this treaty is not ratified there need be 


no ratification of the naval treaty or any part of 
the program calling for a holiday in naval con- 
struction and reduction and limitation of anna- 
menis. The naval powers will be forced to return 
to the policy of competition in armaments and 
pursue that policy until all are bankrupt or a 
war destroys some or all of them. 


The crucial fight in the Senate is over the 


four-power agreement 
If any citizen is inter- 


ested in the outcome, if he desires international 
amity of a character which .will permit of reduc- 
tion in the expenditures on account of naval 
establishments, now is the time to let Congress 
know his views. 


BACK TO THE SOIL. 


A survey recently completed by the State Hor- 


ticultural Commissioner discloses that approxi- 
mately 9000 acres of Kern County land was 
planted to grapes during 1920 and 1921. 
Do 


not be alarmed! Only 124 acres were set to wine 
grapes. Nearly 7000 acres are raisin grapes and 
the remainder of the acreage is table grapes. 


But it is not grapes alone that the report 


covers. There was a great increase in all kinds 
of frui'i's in the Bakersfield district. Apples, apri- 
cots, figs, olives, oranges, peaches and prunes all 
show an increase in acreage of from 100-to 400 
percent since the last survey was made. 


This is a part of the story of the increase of 


agricultural activities throughout the State. 
Kern County is but one chapter. There greater 
utilization of water for irrigation purposes is 
being effected, with the result of former desert 
acres being transformed into fruit orchards and 
grain and vegetable fields. The same story is to 
be written about nearly every other county in 
the State: in some not as impressively 'as 411 
Kern, but in others more so. 


More attention is being given to land and its 


cultivation than ever before. At the beginning 
of 1917 there was a rush to the cities, for em- 
ployment in the industrial establishments. Farm 
homes were abandoned by the thousands in every 
agricultural State. Farm production fell off in 
quantity because of the inability to get workers. 
Now the pendulum is swinging the other way. 
The loss of time of the last five years is being 
made good.

.1-111 take up the new rules for recon- 
tftk'ration. Representatives of- many | 
itvic nnd commercial organizations' 
ir« expected to b.e present, with Le- ' 
Roy .Goodrich leading 
tho battle 


against the final adoption of the 
rules. 


The rules were adopted Thursday 


by the majority vote of the board— 
Boyle, Campbell, Ormsby and Ed- j 
wards. 
Mrs. Daisy Short, however,' 
changed her vote to the majority and j 
moved reconsideration, which must 
come tip tonigrht. 


'Goodrich, who spoke against the 
rules Thursday night, was told that j 
"the question was not debatable." 
Goodrich promised to continue the 
Battle. 
The rules are a great departure 


"rom.the present ones. In that they 
livide the present powers of the 
uperintendent of schools into three 
.eparate departments, of which the 
iuperintendent will only head one. 
Che secretary of the board and the 
>usiness manager each will head a 
jomplete and. independent depart- 
ment. 
In addition to this point, -which 
'las focused the attention of civic 
eaders pro and con, there is another 
provision that any matter or project 
vhich is voted down by the rnajority 
^annot come up again until the next 
ilection. unless the majority BO de- 
ilres. Opponents of this plan assert 
hat "it means that the majority's ac- 
lons will not be subject to review or 
rven discussion." 
Mrs. Ormsby, on the other hand, 
isserts that "these rules are the re- 
;ult of long study and thought," and 
aid at the recent meeting's that they 
.vere going through. 
As a result of the final adoption 


.if1 the rules tonight, which is admit- 
'ed on all sides to be certain, two 
ither resolutions are expected to be 
',dopted. One, according to rumor, 
,vould remove Don Rice as business 
nanager, Rice being an educator 
yith a teacher's certificate, and the 
ither would make Norval Cook per- 
;nanent secretary of the board of 
;ducation. Cook has been acting o£ 
ucmnorary secretary. 
jf. least one member of the ma- 


ioritv of the board has expressed In- 
flexible opposition to a teacher being 
'i business raanager. It has been held 
that a teacher, no matter how good 
is a teacher, has not the qualifica- 
aons of a business man. As Rice Is 
primarily an educator, it Is expected 
that' his place will be taken by a 
non-educational em'-Joyee. 


LeRoy Goodrich says he expects to

country who express "astonishment" 
that a school department should be 
split into three sections. 
Goodrich has prepared his letter.

man Harry Boyle muffled Goodrich 
when the latter made some state- 
ments. Goodrich says he hopes for 
better luck.tonight. 
Goodrich cites the following rea- 


sons why the rules should " not

adopted, and contradicts practically 
every contention of .the board major- 
ity in its complaint that the present 
organization should be changed. 


Goodrich says: 
—It hardly seems as if sound 


judgment would endorse a com- 


plete change in the form of govern- 
ment, to effect a simple clarification 
Of the written rules. 
—The present administration of 


the Oakland school system has 


saved the taxpayers of Oakland an 
expenditure of at least $73,000 per 
year through the system for recla's-.

Calls for Men 


The "one per cent drive" for the 


unemployed 
has 
been 
officially, 


launched. 


About 150.workers are in the field 


engaged in securing: the plodses of 
each working man in the community 
to give 1 per cent of his earnings for 
a period of eight weeks for the relief 
of those who cannot find employ- 
ment. 
Under the direction of the citizens' 


emergency employment and relief 
committee representatives of 
the 


various luncheon clubs are canvass- 
ing the entire Eastbay region in this 
final effort to raise $60,000 needed 
for the alleviation of the suffering of 
unemployed men's families. 


The money raised will be used to 


provide work for the men who will 
be paid $2.50 a day and given two 
days' work a week until conditions 
are relieved. It is the belief of the 
committee that within eight weeks 
the men will be able to shift for 
themselves and the committee can 
cease its efforts. 


EATING DIRECTS DRIVE. 
The drive is being conducted under 
the supervision of J. Cal Ewing, 
•whose services were enlisted by the 
committee as a result of his success 
in other drives. In order to accom- 
plish the drive the Salvation Army 
withdrew from the field for the 
time. 
While some of the workers started 


on Saturday immediately after the 
campaign luncheon in the Hotel Oak- 
land the majority took the field to- 
day. A check-up on the results of 
the visitations will be made at a 
luncheon of the drive captains'in the 
hotel on "Wednesday noon. 
The 
Pacific Manifolding Book 
Company Mutual Aid Association, 
made up of company employees, sent 
in a check for $50, which was the 
first contribution to the committee 
since the inauguration of the drive. 
The Laundry Owners' Association 
also sent in an additional contribu- 
tion of $37.60, bringing up the total 
laundry offering to $625. 


CHAIRMAX HOPEFUL. 
Thomas Eaglesome, general chair- 


man of the citizens' committee, ex- 
pressed himself today as pleased 
•with tho reception accorded the one 
per cent drive. 
"It is apparent," he said, "that 


people believe we are on the right 
track in our method of raising money 
with which tomeet this emergency. It 
should be borne in mind that while 
the ono per cent drive is in progress 
we were also directing a campaign 
against business men and employers 
! for sums in keeping' with their posi- 
tions, and that this is meeting with 
considerable success. We need a 
great deal of money with which to 
meet this situation, as the cost of 
keeping the men at work is approxi- 
mately $1000 a day, and all this 
money must come from the people, 
as the funds at the city hall avail- 
able for such purposes are 
ex- 
hausted." 


Smoot, Burton Ruled 


Off War Debt Board 


WASHINGTON, March. 6 (By In- 
ternational News Service).—^Senator 
Smoot. Republican of Utah, and Rep- 
resentative Burton, Republican of 
Ohio, were declared today not eligi- 
ble to serve on the World War Debt 
Commission by a majority of the 
sub-committee of the Senate judi- 
ciary commission appointed to inves- 
tigate their constitutional right to 
serve as members of Congress oa the 
commission.
